on Yellowstone National Park at the 
People’s church last evening. 
W hile 
ins address was in no sense a lecture, 
but was a running conversational de­ 
scription of the pictures, it was very 
interesting and tlie 
pictures were 
beautiful views of a country impossi­ 
ble to reproduce in all its wonder and 
lovelieness. 
Rev. Bryant, who is pastor of the 
church of Good W ill, Rockford, 
has 
made two tours of the park and is 
planning another for this summer. 
Probably no area of equal extent 
contains so great a number of natural 
objects capable of arousing wonder, 
enthusiasm, and awe, as are found 
crowded together In the Park. 
Its 
many scenic features of restful charm, 
found alongside areas of never-ending 
activity, with wierd, grotesque sur­ 
roundings, surprise one at every turn. 
Yellowstone Lake, the largest sheet 
of water in Am erica at so high an 
elevation, with its indented shore line 
and 14o square miles of surface dotted 
with 
forested 
islands, presents to 
lovers of nature a series of picturesque 
landscapes unequaled upon any other 
inland-waters. 
The far-famed falls of the Yellow ­ 
stone, with their unique and m arvel­ 
ous 
rock setting, 
and 
the Grand 
Canyon, with its majestic outlines and 
brilliant colosing, are worthy of all 
the praise bestowed upon them. 
More than a score of waterfalls and 
cascades, some of them of exquisite 
grace and beauty, pour the waters of 
mountain torrents and plateau lakes 
from tlie uplands to the lowlands. 
Many of them well deserve a visit, 
but their fame is obscured by the real 
marvels of the Yellowstone. 
Again the fossil forrests, so seldom 
visited, tell a most interesting story 
of a buried plant world, of explosive 
eruptions of mud volcanoes, and the 
gradual piling up of erupted lavas and 
ashes. 
A ll these, enticing its they seem ap­ 
pear insignificant 
when 
compared 
with the hydrothermal 
phenomena 
displayed in geysers, boiling ¡springs, 
hot lakes, solfataras, and numberless 
fumaroles, which have gained for the 
Park the appelation of the wonder­ 
land of America. 
Unquestionably it 
Is 14.is hot-water treatment which the 
region has undergone that has de­ 
veloped most of the objects of interest 
and made the Park famous the world 
over. 
Even the lake owes much of its 
attractiveness to its hot springs and 
paint pots, and the Grand Canyon 
would lack its brilliancy of coloring 
and its sculptured buttressed walls 
but for the long continued action of 
hot as well as cold water. 
A m ajority lof the 
views 
which 
Rev. Bryant used were taken by him ­ 
self or members of his party and many 
of them were colored 
to show 
the 
marvelous tints of rocks, 
water and 
>,ky. 
He began his talk with a de­ 
scription of the camp paraphernalia 
and the method of touring the park 
with mountain wagons. 
As he con­ 
tinued his talk and described one mar­ 
vel after another 
adjectives failed 
him and 
nothing 
but “ exquisitely 
beautiful” would till the bill. 
A fter spending ten or twelve days 
in the Park itself, his party proceeded 
titty miles south 
to Jackson's Hole, 
the country of Owen W ister's story. 
The Virginian. 
This is one of the 
wildest and most romantic bits of 
nature in the world and should not be 
overlooked in visiting the Park.
